You are also familiar with 
the fact that our county is 
in need of all the 
that can be harvested 
the war effort. 


We know you _ will do 
your part in 1944 to pro- 
duce and harvest all the 


peanuts you can. We want 
to take this opportunity to 
ask you to give some atten- 
tion now to the soil on which 


you will plant your 1944 
crop. 
One of the best things 


you can do now would be to 
plant Austrian winter peas 
on as much of your 1943 
peanut land as you possibly 
can. This procedure will 
pay you big dividends. Since 
there is now plenty of mois- 
ture ,in the soil the crop 
should come up in a very 
few days after planting. 

The AAA has a good sup- 
ply of Austrian winter peas 
and a fair supply of basic 
slag on hand. Under this 
year’s program you are en- 
titled to a portion of those 
materials. Won’t you go 
to either the Enterprise or 
IKlba office and place your 
order for some of these ma- 
terials ? 

We recommend that you 
plant at least 30 pounds of 
seed per acre and fertilize 
them with 40 to 500 pounds 
of basic slag per acre.

TRUTHFULNESS AT ALL TIMES 
LESSON TEXT—lxodus 20:16; 23:1, 7; 
Matthew 6:33-37; John 8:42-45, 
GOLDEN TEXT — Wherefore putting 
away lying, speak every man truth with 
his neighbor: for we are members one of 
another.—Ephesians 4:25. 


God hates all kinds of dishonesty 
—a fact which is emphasized by 
the additional commandment re- 
garding truthfulness which is before 
us in this lesson, 

God is truth, that is, the very es- 
sence of His nature is truth. In 
Him is no darkness at all (I John 
1:5). Lying or false witness there- 
fore reveals a character opposite to 
God. Hence we are not surprised 
to find in our lesson that Satan is a 
liar and the father of lies, and that 
liars are his children, 

I, The Nature of a Lie (Exod. 
20:16; 23:1, 7). 

The commandment against false 
witness brings before us one form of 
lying—for it has to do with perjury, 
that is, the telling of an untruth in 
court, 

This is one of the worst forms of 
lying, because it may result in the 
one against whom it is practiced los- 
ing his liberty, his life or his prop- 
erty. It may mean the destruction 
of his good reputation, 

It is obvious, however, that the 
commandment covers all forms of 
lying, whether in business, in socia} 
contacts, in the home, or in the 
church. We might do well to con- 
sider what the Bible has to say 
about whisperers, talebearers, back- 
biters, and others (see Lev. 19:6; 
II Cor, 12:20), A man's reputation 
may be as easily ruined by a whis- 
pered lie over the back fence or the 
luncheon table as by formal per- 
jury in the courtroom, ‘Thou shalt 
not bear false witness’’ at any time, 
anywhere, or in any way. 

II, The Practice of Lying (Matt. 
§:33-37). 

The people of our Lord’s day (and 
who can say that the custom has 
stopped) were in the habit of telling 
lies and then trying to make others 
believe them by an oath. 

They would swear by heaven, or 
the throne of God, or some other 
sacred thing, and thus try to en- 
force their false word by some great 
authority. 

The liar is always under neces- 
sity of doing something—perhaps 
telling another lie—to cover his 
falsehood, When his comfort or ad- 
vantage seems to be endangered be- 
cause he is not believed, he brings 
an oath to bear upon his statement. 


Jesus taught the great virtue of 
simple living and simple speech. A 
plain ‘‘yes’’ or “‘no’”’ is usually suf- 
ficient for the situation. Qualifying 
words are apt to lead us astray. 
The life of a Christian should be so 
true and above board that no oath 
should be needed to assure one of 
his sincerity and honesty. 

Since not all are Christians, it is 
a necessity that men be placed un- 
der some kind of oath or affirmation 
in judicial matters. Hence we need 
not interpret this Scripture as for- 
bidding an oath in court. 

It may be well to say a word 
about swearing in general, It is all 
too common among men, women 
and children. No Christian should 
ever be guilty of it, or that which 
sounds like it. We need admoni- 
tion and correction at that point. 

Il. The Source of All Lies (John 
8:42-45). 

The devil is a liar, and the father 
of lies. Liars are members of his 
family. Jesus said it, ‘‘Ye are of 
your father the devil.” 

Liars had better consider their 
‘family tree’ and see how they like 
their spiritual father. He is lustful, 
murderous, and there is no truth in 
him (vy, 44). If you belong to that 
family would you not like to change 
families and be born again into 
God's family? 

Sadly enough the constant lying 
of the world seems to have infected 
the minds and hearts of Christians. 
Instead of being cleansed from this 
worldly defilement they carry its aw- 
ful tendencies into the church. Is it 
not too true that gossip (which is 
almost always lying), false witness, 
the tearing down of someone’s good 
name, is all too common in the 
church? 

The great lie within the church, 
and one of Satan’s prize exhibits, 
is the falsehood of modern religious 
liberalism (so-called) which is es- 
sentially a denial of real New Testa- 
ment Christianity. Jesus said (v. 
42) that if God is our Father we 
will accept Him as the Christ. The 
one who speaks sweet words about 
the example, the manhood, the lead- 
ership of the Master and who denies 
Him His place as God is clearly in 
mind here as a follower of the fa- 
ther of lies. 

Note that in verses 45-47 Jesus 
challenges His enemies to convict 
Him of sin or of.falsehood. No one 
has ever been able to meet that 
challenge. 

The claims He made for Himself 
as the Son of God and the Saviour of 
the world are plain and unmistak- 
able. If we deny them we either 
make Jesus a liar, or we lie our- 
selves, and it is obvious that the 
latter is the cade.

We've sent for a 
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Hospitals Cramped 
By Lack of Nurses 


Even Those With Empty 
Beds Turn Away Patients. 


WASHING" rON.- An acute short- 
age of nurses occasioned by war de- 
mands has so crippled many hos- 
pitals that even those with empty 
beds are compelled to turn away pa- 
tients, the OMce of War Informa- 
tion reported recently. 

In a statement based on informa- 
tion supplied by the United States 
public health service of the federal 
security agency, the OWI said the 
problem is made more critical by a 
steadily increasing number of indus- 
trial accidents and epidemics, 
Because of the nurse shortage, the 
report said, many hospitals are un- 
able to maintain eyen normal stand- 
ards of service, much less cope with 
additional patients. 

“The shortage . . . is compelling 
some hospitals to turn away many 
persons in need of medical atten- 
tion,”’ it said, ‘Patients are being 
discharged earlier than would have 
been the case in normal times. 
“Wards and clinics are being 
closed and beds left empty because 
no nurses are available to tend 
them, Depleted nursing staffs are 
overworked and as a result patients 
are receiving less care."’ 

While the number of available 
nurses decreases, hospital admis- 
sions are mounting rapidly. Last 
year, the report said, admissions to- 
aled 12,545,000, about 1,000,000 more 
than in 1941 and almost 2,000,000 
more than in 1940. 

This rise parallels closely the in- 
tensification of the country’s war ef- 
fort. The war has brought a boost 
in the number of war workers and 
hence in the number of industrial 
accidents, the report said, In 1942, 
the number of work injuries was 
estimated at 2,500,000 as compared 
with 1,603,500 in 1939, 


Beef-Bone Flour Found 


To Halt Decay in Teeth 
CHICAGO.—Discovery of a sub- 
stance that makes human beings im- 
mune to dental decay was reported 
in the Journal of the American Den- 
tal Association by Dr. S.°G. Haroo- 
tian of Worcester, Mass. He said 
“striking’’ decrease was noted in 
caries (dental decay) in patients at 
the Worcester State hospital who 
were fed flour made from the bones 
of beef animals, which contain great 
quantities of calcium, phosphorus 
and fluorine. The experiment lasted 
nine months, 

Use of the bone flour, Dr. Haroo- 
tian said, resulted from an investi- 
gation made in Deaf Smith county, 
Texas, where the population was 
found to have a low incidence of 
caries. 

“It was found that long-time resi- 
dents of this district were free from 
both carious cavities and fillings in 
the teeth,’’ said Dr. Harootian, ‘It 
was further noted that people who 
had moved into this area from other 
parts of the country soon experi- 
enced an arrest of any caries that 
they might have had, and thereafter 
were immune to caries,” 


Milkweed Earns a Job 


Filling Life Preservers 
WASHINGTON, — The common 
milkweed promises to become one 
of America’s important wartime 
plants, the War Production board 
said. 

The WPB is sponsoring a three- 
year production program for the 
plant, which is used to replace kapok 
from the Netherlands East Indies 
as a filler for life-preservers and ma- 
rine mattresses, for airplane insula- 
tion and for other important military 
uses. 

Like kapok, milkweed floss is hol- 
low and has air cells inside, The 
department of agriculture and the 
WPB are co-operating in a program 
for expansion of milkweed floss out- 
put, with 1,000,000 pounds as the goal 
for 1948, 3,000,000 pounds for 1944 
and 5,000,000 pounds for 1945. 

Most of this year’s floss will be 
harvested in the Middle West and 
will be processed by the Milkweed 
Floss corporation, Petoskey, Mich, 


Shift of Population to 


Cities Shown in Census 


WASHINGTON.—America’s civil- 
ian metropolitan population in- 
creased approximately 1,690,000, or 
2.5 per cent between April 1, 1940, 
and March, 1943, the census bureau 
reported. 

Thus 68,467,329, or 53.4 per cent of 
the nation’s 128,231,363 civilians, are 
urban or suburban dwellers, con- 
trasted to 50.9 per cent three years 
ago. 

Based on estimates for 137 years 
which embrace most of the country’s 
metropolitan population, the report 
said the increase occurred despite a 
considerable loss of men to the 
armed forces and extensive civilian 
migration in connection with the 
prosecution of the war. 


Armed Women Now Serve 


As Guards at Treasury 


WASHINGTON, — Employees and 
visitors were greeted at the door of 
the treasury department by armed 
women guards. 

They had been stationed at the 
doors before, but now they are wear- 
ing the regulation ammunition belt 
with a special police revolver in a 
holster.

If you have had Brill’s fe- 
ver, fill in the form below 
znd mail it to the Coffee 
County Health Department, 
Elba, Alabama, We need to 
know where you lived when 
you were taken ill and the 
places where you were es- 
pecially exposed to rats. 

Tell your neighbors who 
may not receive this paper 
and write additional forms 
for other members of the 
family who have suffered 


from this preventable dis- 
case, 

_ One of the plans for kill- 
Ing rats in the county-wide 
Brill’s Control Program is 
to find where the rats are 
most numerous and most in- 
fected. These areas will 
then receive special atten- 
lion. 

These areas are to be lo- 
cated in three ways: (1) All 
homes where Brill’s cases 
have occurred. (2) Rats 
will be caught alive and 
their blood tested to find 
infected rats. (3) Fleas will 
be caught and tested in 
'W ashingtoon.
